that business was suffering from ccr/ 
tain "shackles" that prevented Its ex- 
pansion. 
His theory seemed to be 


rather misty, and many people who 
read the work could uot get much idea 
what he proposed to do.' Ills Idea 
seemed to be that by regulation to' 
prevent too much combination, busi- 
'ic-.ss would be freer to expand. 


Congress then proceeded to exem- 


plify the glorious principles of the 
"new freedom" by reducing the tiirift 
and passing a law regulating combi- 
nations, etc. 


According to Democratic theories, 


these changes should have been fol- 
lowed by a growth in commercial ac- 
tivity. 
But the result was a severe 


business depression. No one can tell 
how long it would have lasted, had it! 
not been for tho Euro]>ean war, which 
put life blood into American business 
by a flood of orders for war supplies. 
But developments since then have 
failed1 to show that any striking off 
of "shackles" under the "new free- 
dom," has had any effect to boom 
business. 


Some of these alleged "shackles" 


were arrangements that helped busi- 
nessmen to operate regularly, some 
helped 
foreign 
trade expand, 'ntm 


those that were harmful have not 
been prevented by the prohibition of 
nnti-trust laws.

The Congress about to meet wiP not 


have illusions of this kind. The only 
shackles which it will try to strike off 
are those created by wrong systems 
p£. taxation, by inefficiency in run- 
ning the government, arid by high 
transportation costs caused by abuses 
arising under government operation. 
The program,of tho new Congress 
does riot sound so high falutin, but It 
looks more as.if it would fit real life. 


STATE TAXATION 


The State law fixing the tax on in- 


tangible personal property at 40 cents 
on $100, while nil oth.er kinds of prop- 
erty is. subject to nn unlimited tax 
rate at the will of the local assessors, 
has always seemed to us unjust and 
utterly unfair.

creates no expense'of its own and 
costs nothing to maintain it.

of food Is. lirjportant. if,It IB;to b'e a' 
paying proposition. If hens do not gel 
sufficient .or proper feed they, can not 
be expected to give satisfactory arid 
profitable results.' A complicated ra- 
tion .Is not necessary. 
Tlie dim In 


feeding Ihe hens should bo to use, BO 
far as possible, the grains that are 
grown on the farm or that are avail- 
able In'the Immediate neighborhood. 
One of the mostjuccessfni m'ethods.of 
"feeding 'la'lo give a" light feed of grain 
or a mixture of grains in the morning 
aid a'feed of the, same material at 
njght, tlie night feed consisting of 
about aa much aa the hens wll> clean 


In addition a dry mash should be 


provided where the hens can have ac- 
ce'ss to 'It continuously. 
When con- 


siderable quantities <of waste food are 
available for Ihe hens to pick 'up from 
the fields, the amount of grain fed 
mny Jw cut' down. 
Oftentimes Judg- 


ment in this respect Is faulty, and but 
for'tlie dry mash there would b'a 
danger 1hat the hens would not re- 
ceive enough feed. With the dry mash 
at their .disposal they are able to make 
up any deficiency "of feed due to faulty 
Judgment ns.to.the quantity they get 
in the' fields. 


One of the most.common mistakes 


made In feed ing "fnrm poultry Is fail- 
ure to provide animal food In some 
form.. 'Of course during 'the spring 
nnd summer, when quantities of-In 
sects nre available, they may supply 
the 'liens' wants in this regard, bu 
during those parts of the year 'when 
Insects are not available, 
or are 


scarce. It-becomes1 necessary-to pro- 
vide animal food. 
Milk, usually fed 


either as skim milk or buttermilk, pro 
vldes an excellent source of an Irani 
foodt'tiut when milk'Is not available 
the hens should have beef scrap or 
meat scrap.

because of the .Irtcrcased production 
that will result.
